- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Intetview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agpeement was reached, or any other connnnents: Discussed fax of proposed amendment to column 9, paragraph 3, of 
the specification. It is unclear as to why the reference to SEQ ID NO:7 has been inserted at this location, because the 
recited sequence does not correspond to SEQ ID N0:7. Discussed fax of proposed amendments to claims 5 and 13. 
Proposed amendment to claim 5 would raise issues of new matter because the sequence at column 9, number 3, of 
the specification does not contain the variable positions for D-amino acids. Proposed amendment to claim 5 also 
would need to recite a SEQ ID NO. Proposed claim 13, overcomes the objection discussed in section 4 of the Advisory 
action mailed June 25, 2004. The supplemental reissue oath or declaration discussed in section 2 of the Advisory 
action needs to be executed after any final revisions to the specification and/or claims. Concerning section 1 of the 
Advisory action, actual surrender of the original patent, or submission of an oath or declaration as to its loss or 
inaccessability. is required before a Notice of Allowability can be issued by the Office. If the only remaining issue in the 
application becomes surrender of the original patent, the examiner will issue a Quayle action requiring its surrender.
